He became involved in a col­ 
loquy with Mr. Tillman, who said he 
appeared in the novel attitude of a 
defender of the United States judici­ 
ary. 
The South Carolina senator had 
intimated that 
he would deliver a 
speech on the Noyes case, but at the 
conclusion of Mr. McCumber’s speech 
he contented himself practically with 
putting into the Congressional Record 
the decision of the circuit court of 
appeals of San Francisco in the cases 
cf contempt against Noyes and Mc­ 
Kenzie. 
An argument was reached In the 
bouge wherein the oleomargarine bill 
will be brought to a vote after two 
more days of consideration, one to be 
devoted to general debate, and one to 
debate under the five-minute rule.

Paris, Feb. 6.—Concerning the inter­ 
esting protestations just now em anat­ 
ing from Berlin and london in regard 
to the attitude of these respective gov­ 
ernments toward the United States 
pending the declaration of hostilities 
in the Spanish-American war, the fol­ 
lowing statem ent is made by an offl 
elal who held a very high position dur­ 
ing the early days of that war, and it 
is undoubtedly authentic: 
“The Spanish government believed 
that Queen Victoria would support any 
step taken with a view to preventing 
the war and coming to the aid of the 
queen regent. 
It attributed at that 
time, perhaps, too great an importance 
to the intervention of the queen in the 
council of the British government. 
It 
was not ignorant of the fact that Mr. 
Chamberlain was in agreement with 
Lord Salisbury in the desire to endea 
vor to render the United States a 
signal service, but information of a 
very 
confidential 
character 
which 
reached it conveyed to the Madrid gov­ 
ernment the idea that any mission of 
pacification would be well received by 
England. 
English society entertained 
the most hostile 
spirit toward the 
United States. 
It had not been able 
to forget the Venezuelan affair, and in 
London it was 
thought the proper 
thing to support the Spaniards. 
“Thus the principal diplomatic ef­ 
forts of Spain were brought to beai- 
on the central European powers and 
more particularly Russia. 
It was not 
thought that England would take the 
initiative in its favor, but being con­ 
vinced, and as it appears, Justly so. 
that England would not care to stand 
aloof from a common action underta 
ken by Europe to bring about peace, 
Spain thought before everything else

DISINFECTING A SHIP. 


M oist H e a t, a T h o r o u g h G e r m i c i d a l 
Attent, In I wed. 
When the vessel has tied up to the 
wharf in New Orleans, the first step is 
the removal of tho bedding, clothing 
and cushions and other cloth fabrics to 
the quarantine shed. Here they are 
hung on a framework consisting of a 
series of racks suspended from a long 
car running on a track and so arranged 
that when the rucks are filled the 
whole thing may be run inside one of 
the three great disinfecting cylinders 
with which the station is equipped. 
T hese cylinders are enormous steel 
boilers fifty feet in length by eight feet 
in diameter and fitted inside with con­ 
tinuous culls of steam pipe. The cylin­ 
ders are covered Arith asbestus and 
swathed in felt, and when the cylinder 
caps are on they are airtight When 
the clothing has been placed inside and 
the cylinders closed, dry heat is forced 
through the pipes at a temperature of 
ISO degrees, and this is followed by 
moist heat raised to a temperature of 
230 degrees. The pressure of from six 
to eight pounds put upon this steam 
heat is sufficient to force it through 
heavy mattresses or bundles of cloth­ 
ing. 
After a period which varies from 
thirty minutes to an hour the cylinders 
are opened, the racks are run out, aud 
the rapid evaporation which follows 
causes the clothing to dry almost im­ 
mediately. The clothing is unharmed 
by this process, and the moist heat is a 
thorough germicidal agent. It is an in­ 
teresting fact that if a freshly launder­ 
ed linen shirt or collar is put into the 
cylinder it will emerge thoroughly 
moist and apparently in need of anoth­ 
er starching. The evaporation is so rap­ 
id. however, that it is immediately re­ 
stored to its original condition, not 
even the gloss being removed.—Leslie’s 
Monthly.

tacks it. It costs $592 a pound and is 
used in coloring glass and in making 
indelible inks.
